Dear Mr. Du I les: 

In our mobilization planning for Censorship we have 
been emphasizing the importance of time in any future emergency 
and the need for stand-by procedures or directives which could 
provide a basis for immediate action. That emphasis is character- 
istic of the Master Plan for the Office of Censorship which has 
been approved by the Interagency Committee on National Censor- 
sh i p P lann i ng . 

Supplementing the Master Plan are certain stand-by 
operational agreements with those agencies having closely related 
functional responsibilities. The agreement with four agency is 
designed to serve the purposes of both the Department of Defense 
and the Office of Censorship, and the objective Is to prevent 
conflicts and omissions In censorship related actions in the 
early days of an emergency. 

The agreement was drafted by staff members of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, Department of Defense, and the 
Office of Defense Mobilization. It has been processed through 
the Interagency Committee on National Censorship Planning. 

Secretary McElroy has co-signed the agreement with me. 

If it meets with your approval, will you please co-sign all four 
copies and the attached addendum, keeping one for your own record, 
and returning the others to me.

MEMORANDUM TQi The Director of Central Intelligence 
SUBJECT i Stand-By National Censorship Agreement 


1* This memorandum contains in its fourth paragraph a recom- 
mendation that you sign the attached Stand-By National Censorship 
Agreement, the addendum thereto, and the proposed letter of trans- 
mittal of same to The Honorable Gordon Gray, Director of the Office 
of Defense Mobilization*

2. A Master Plan for National Censorship has been prepared 
by the Interagency Committee on National Censorship P lanning , on 
which we have representation. This plan provides that, in the 
event national censorship is invoked, operational telecommunications, 
postal, and travelers censorship will be exercised initially by the 
Department of Defense. It will be assumed thereafter by the Office 
of Censorship which will be brought into being as a wartime agenoy 
after the declaration of an emergency. 

3* The agreement transmitted herewith, signed by Mr. Gray, as 
Director of the Office of Defense Mobilization and on behalf of the 
Office of Censorship, and by The Honorable Neil McElroy, Secretary 
of Defense, and the addendum attached thereto, delineate provisions 
of the understanding between their respective organizations and this 
Agency and identify the responsibilities and obligations of the par- 
ties in the carrying out of national censorship. It is believed that 
the agreement is proper in all respects and that it covers adequately 
the interests of this Agency. The drawing of the agreement has been 
coordinated continuously with appropriate representatives of our major 
components since the outset of the negotiations. 


iw It is recommended that you affix your signature to an 
copies of the agreement and to the addendum thereto, and that you sign 
also the letter of transmittal by which three of the four copies will 
be returned to Mr. Gray.

For some inexplicable reason Frank Wisner has always declined 
until recently to have his name proposed for resident membership in 
the Metropolitan Club in this city.

the Board to form an opinion as to his eligibility.
